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Concise Explanation under C.F.R. 1.98(a)(3) 

Regarding cited reference D4 (Puel et al.2002), an English translation of this reference is 
not readily available to any individuals designated in § 1.56(c). 

In the Opinion of an International Search Report, reference D4 was disclosed as a 
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novel or cannot be considered to involve an inventive step when the document is taken alone. 
The Opinion states that D4 discloses "the use of various NMDA receptor antagonists for treating 
tinnitus..." on page 1, lines 1-16; page 3, line 15 -page 4, line 13; page 12, lines 8-I6; page 
14, line 5 - page 16, line 10. The Opinion further states that "NMDA antagonists have been 
already described in the prior art as being useful in the treatment of tinnitus" and that the 
present invention appears to be an obvious alternative over reference D4. 
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
